750 dead, wounded 
in Beirut fighting 


BEIR U T . Lennon (U P I) - A savage 
day and night of fighting between Chris­ 
tian and Moslem forces left 750 dead and 
wounded in devastated Beirut today. Hie 
fighting later shifted to the eastern 
mountains where rival militia fought 
furious artillery duels. 
Libya's prime minister made a sur­ 
prise appearance in Lebanon in tile wake 
of the worst night of fighting in months 
that saw more than I .OOO rockets, mortar 
bombs and artillery shells crash into 
residential areas of Beirut, leaving the 
city dazed and deserted. 
Most of those killed or wounded were 
noncombatants. Ten children died when 
an artillery shell crashed into their clas­ 
sroom in a Palestinian refugee camp 
near Beirut, and other citizens were 
killed in the streets or in their homes 
during the terror bombardment. 
The shelling subsided in midmorning, 
but in the Mt Lebanon region east of 
Beirut, artillery duels continued be­ 
tween Moslem leftists in Alev and right- 
wing Christian forces in Kahhaleh. 
Sporadic exchanges also erupted further 
north between leftists in Tripoli, and 
rightists in the neighboring town of 
Zghorta— 
the home of President 
Suleiman Franjieh. 
Libyan Premier Maj 
Abdel Salam 
Jalloud arrived from Damascus with 
Palestinian guerrilla leader Yasser 
Arafat, after talks with Syrian Presi­ 
dent Hafez Assad 


Libya has been a heavy backer of abe 
leftists during the civil war but Jalloud s 
unannounced arrival here marked the 
first time a Libyan politician has entered 
the political bargaining over Lebanon's 
future. 


Jalloud first met with Premier Rashid 
Karanii and the nation s two top moslem 
religious leaders, the Sunni Mufti Sheikh 
Hassan Khaled and Imam Mousa Sadr of 
the Shia sect. 


Later Jalloud met with Socialist chief 
Kamal Jumblatt —a conference also at­ 
tended by Arafat and his top lieutenant in 
the Al Fatah guerrilla organization Salah 
Khalif-

Airline price hike 
protested by CAB 


WASHINGTON (D PU 
Tile Civil 
Aeronautics Board s consumer advocate 
filed a complaint today opposing as 
“ unjust, unreasonable and improper" 
proposals by 12 airlines to increase the 
price of domestic excursion fares 
The CAB s office of consumer ad­ 
vocate said the airlines want to charge 
new rates June I to customers who were 
attracted by advertising for lower rates 
and already are booked on flights after 
that date 
“ Many 
prospective travelers have 
been induced to make travel plans and to 
purchase seats months in advance on the 
basis of an existing discount fare struc­ 
ture." the OCA complaint said Under 
CAB rules, customers must pay the rate 
in effect on the day of travel. 
“ The proposed restructuring is nothing 
more than a bait-and-switch’ scheme 
that should not be authorized by the 
board." the complaint said. 


The agenda is brief but there is no 
guarantee that the meeting will be short 
when the Lompoc City Council gets 
together Tuesday at 7 30 p m in the 
council chambers at city hall. 
Three of the items on the agenda show 
prospects of taking considerable time to 
handle; the 1976-77 budget, senior 
citizen facility proposal and street im­ 
provement public hearing. 
Leading off the meeting will be the 
hearing on a proposed alley, street and 
sidewalk improvement program under 
1911 Act provisions. Those improve­ 
ments require joint participation in the 
cost of the project by the city and the 
owners whose property will receive 
benefits. 
The various improvements total 
$137,964 with the city's share being 
$59,605 In cases where property owners 
have initiated the request for improve­ 
ments. it takes a three-fifths vote of the 
council to get the work going In those in­ 
stances where the city has initiated the 
proposed improvements, a four-fifths 
vote of the council is required. 
Notice’s have been sent to all property 
owners involved detailing the estimated 
cost to each one. base on an assessment 
per front foot of the property involved 
The hearing will be held for the pur­ 
pose of receiving comments from 
persons concerning the assessments. 
Also on the agenda is an oral report 
from Dr Barry Coughlin, chairman of 
the Commission on Aging, on the Civic 
Building Committee's recommendation 
to the council concerning a senior citizen 
facility for $150,000. subject to further 
negotiations concerning terms of the 
purchase to secure the best possible 
agreement for the city. 
The Knights of Pythias facility had 
been recommended over another offer to 
purchase the Church of Christ buildings 
at Walnut and O. 
A third item on the agenda expected to 
generate some discussion is the presen­ 
tation bv Citv Administrator Gene L. 
Wahlers of the 1976 ’77 budget. 
Advance copies of the document were 
not available to the press before the 
meeting, but at a budget review session 
last month between members of the 
council and department heads, a $3.8 
million figure was presented. 


Other matters the council will con­ 
sider Tuesday night include an urgency 
ordinance amending the National 
Electrical Code to eliminate possible 
hazards resulting from im proper 
sequence wiring for certain commercial 
electrical installations. 


The ordinance is a substitute for an 


earlier recommendation that would have 
eliminated the section dealing with this 
type of installation. 
The council is expected to fill a 
vacancy on the Parks and Recreation 
Commission and receive a report from 
City Clerk Wilma Thomas on other 
vacancies that will occur this year 
because of expiring terms. 
Major quake strikes 
Soviet Central Asia

A ma j o r 
earthquake several times more powerful 
than the quake that devastated northern 
Italy smashed across large areas of 
Soviet Central Asia today, causing 
serious damage and apparently inflicting 
some casualties. 
The official Tass news agency said the 
quake measured 8 to 9 points on the 12- 
point Soviet scale, ranking it as 
“ destructive" to “ devastating 
“ According to preliminary data, the 
earthquake caused material damage in 
some places." Tass said 
"Prom pt 
measures are being taken to eliminate 
the aftermath of the quake and to give 
relief to quake victims. " Tass did not say 
how manv persons were injured or 
killed. 
Moscow radio reports monitored in 
London said the quake caused serious 
destruction. 
The most severe shock was felt at a 
point IOO miles north of Bokhara, the 
same general area near the Afghanistan 
border that received a milder shock 
April 8 
Tashkent, about 240 miles east (rf the 
epiceiuei, almost was destroyed by an 
earthquake in 1966 
It was not known if more complete 
details of the earthquake would be 
released. Soviet officials are reluctant to 
give details about natural or manmade 
disasters. 


In Tashkent, a hotel official said there 
were some American tourists in the city. 
“ They are fine, they have no com­ 
plaints." she said. 


Tass said the ancient towns of 
Samarkand and Bukhara, along with 
Gazli and Tamdybulak, as the areas 
most affected. They are about 240 miles 
west of Tashkent The heaviest shock 
was noted at a spot IOO miles north of 
Bukhara. 
It said the quake registered force 6 on 
the Soviet scale in Bukhara and 
Samarkand 
Experts in Moscow said casualties 
would depend on how close the epicenter 
was to populated areas. 
The latest quake, which hit Central 
Asia at approximately 9 a m. local time, 
was the same earthquake belt as the 
shock which rocked northern Italy May 
6. killing an estimated 1.000 persons.

found in Co. 


superm arkets 


Live Mexican fruit fly larvae 
w e re 
found 
by C o u n ty 
Agricultural 
biologists last 
week in Texas citrus in several 
county supermarkets. This is 
the third county in California to 
find infested fruit within the 
past two weeks. 
“ We must assume more in­ 
fested fruits may be in the 
(‘ounty because we have not 
been able to determine where 
all of the Texas citrus was 
delivered.■’ said Graydon B. 
Hall, county agricultural com­ 
missioner. 
"Anyone finding worms in 
citrus fruit should contact the 
nearest office of the County 
Agricultural Commissioner as 
soon as possible. Please do not 
discard any worm-infested 
fruit." he said, "lf anyone has 
already observed this problem 
he sluwld also contact our of­ 
fice. even if he no longer has 
any of the infested fruit. Any in­ 
formation will be of value if it 
will help find the infested fruit 
and thereby prevent the Mex­ 
ican fruit fly from becoming es­ 
tablished in California." 
Mexican fruit fly is a serious 
threat to the State’s fruit in­ 
dustry. being especially fond of 
subtropical fruits, but also at­ 
tacking oranges and other 
citrus fruits, apples, peaches, 
pears, nectarines, plums and 
some avocado varieties. 
The female Mexican fruit fly 
lays her eggs just beneath the 
skin of the fruit, and these eggs 
hatch into white larvae which 
burrow into the fruit, feed and 
develop. As a result, they 
decimate the inside of the fruit, 
making it inedible.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
AFL-CIO President George 
Meany warned the Democratic 
platform committee today that 
continued high unemployment 
and weakened consumer spend­ 
ing power have put the nation’s 
economy “ in danger of another, 
deeper recession.” 
In a 10-page statement. 
Meany also asked the Demo­ 
crats to renew their commit­ 
ment to domestic social 
programs. 
“ The economy today is in a 
perilous condition,” Meany 
said. “ The recovery to date has 
been too slow and too shallow to 
significantly reduce unem­ 
ployment.” 
Much of Meany’s statement 
echoed proposals offered Sun­ 
day by the Democratic leader­ 
ship in Congress. The congres­ 
sional proposals w ill be 
presented formally to the plat­ 
form committee Tuesday by 
House Majority Leader Thomas 
P. “ Tip” O’Neill.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
Senate Intelligence Committee 
staff report says the military 
might again spy on civilians if 
the United States undergoes 
another era of domestic pro­ 
tests like those which marked 
the Vietnam War. 
A 50-page report, the latest in 
a series issued by the commit­ 
tee on its 15-month investiga­ 
tion of U.S. intelligence agen­ 
cies. said the only significant 
limits on military surveillance 
of U.S. civilians are self-im­ 
posed and could be rescinded by 
the Department of Defense at 
any time. 
While there is no law 
sp ecifically authorizing 
military spying on civilians, it 
said, “ there is no statute which 
expressly prohibits” the prac­ 
tice. 
The report said Pentagon 
orders issued in 1971 limited 
surveillance activities against 
private citizens and organiza­ 
tions after such spying was ex­ 
posed in the press and a con­ 
gressional investigation was 
begun. 
Although the Defense Depart­ 
ment assured the committee it 
had no intention of resuming 
such activities, the report said. 
“ it cannot dispute the fact that 
such a possibility remains.” 
“ Several former Army offi­ 
cials told the committee staff 
that if America returned to a 
period of perceived crisis, such 
as the late 1960s. the new con­ 
trols may be scrapped.” the 
report said. 
The report included informa­ 
tion about the military’s spying 
tactics, and specific examples 
of domestic spying, most of 
which have long been public. 
Agents frequently got their 
information by posing as 
reporters and photographers 
the report said. Army agents 
posed as television reporters to 
interview demonstration lead­ 
ers at the 1968 Democratic 
National Convention in 
Chicago. 
They also misrepresented 
themselves to interview Stokely 
Carmichael and H Rap Brown 
in New York in 1967. the staff of 
the Southern -Christian 
Leadership in 1968. and to cover

PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - 
Four firemen were killed Sun­ 
day while fighting a restaurant 
fire at a shopping center in the 
city’s Northeast district. 
Authorities said the firemen 
were killed when a floor 
collapsed under them. 
Fire Commissioner Joseph 
Rizzo said the blaze was the 
“ worst” since a fire last Aug. 
17 at a Gulf Oil Corp. refinery in 
South Philadelphia in which 
eight firemen were killed 
Rizzd said the victims were 
fighting a blaze from inside 
Barson’s Overbrook Restaurant 
when the floor collapsed and 
they fell into a basement. The 
roof of the building, laden with 
heavy air conditioning equip­ 
ment, then collapsed. 
Firefighters used cranes to 
support the weakened structure 
while the bodies were removed. 
The victims were identified 
as David Stewart. 53, a 29-year 
veteran of the fire department; 
Bernard McSloy. 32, a 12-year 
veteran; Richard Iannacone, 
29. an 8-year veteran, and 
Aioysious Welch, 34, a 10-year 
veteran 


$10 billion tax cut in 1968 and 
creation of 4 million new jobs 
next year. 
Meany said AFL-CIO figures 
showed over IO per cent un­ 
employment compared to the 7 
per cent cited by the Depart­ 
ment of Labor. He said the 
current economic upturn was 
based on spending encouraged 
by tax rebates and lower 
withholding from paychecks, 
but real economic improve­ 
ment is limited to the upper in­ 
come levels of society. 
“ In addition," Meany said, 
“ the fear of losing one’s job — 
the specter of unemployment — 
still hangs over many workers, 
contributing to pessimism and 
the resultant split level mar­ 
ket.” 
Thus, he said, the economy is 
in danger of another, deeper 
recession on the heels of the 
worst recession since the 
1930s. 
To bring about full employ­ 
ment and “ forestall future 
recurrences of recession each 
worse than the last,” Meany 
proposed a six-point program 
including a statutory commit­ 
ment to full employment, 
reduction of mortgage interest 
rates to no more than 6 per 
cent, improved unemployment 
insurance, continued lower tax 
withholding rates through 1977, 
a comprehensive energy policy 
and a revised foreign trade 
policy. 
Meany said it would be 
morally wrong for the United 
States to set economic goals 
“ lower than can be possibly 
achieved with maximum ef­ 
fort." He said he believes an ex­ 
pected seven per cent jobless 
rate for this year and an ex­ 
pected five per cent rate by the 
end of the decade are too low. 
Meany also attacked those 
who want to abolish social 
programs because of a small 
percentage of cheats. He called 
on the party to “examine social 
progams not on the basis on 
those few who cheat but those 
many who benefit.” 
He noted that many of the 
social programs under attack 
were the only things that have 
sustained American people 
through long periods of long un­ 
employment.

BALTIMORE (UPI) - Gov. 
Edmund G. "Je rry” Brown 
looks for his first presidential 
primary victory Tuesday. But 
while the California governor is 
in a make or break situation. 
Jimmy Carter says he can af­ 
ford a loss in Maryland. 
In his last visit to the state 
Sunday. Carter first issued one 
of his strongest attacks on 
Brown and then in a separate 
appearance appealed for Demo­ 
cratic Party unity. 
In an interview on a local 
television station (WTOP), 
Carter linked Brown to Mary­ 
land “ machine politicians.” but 
said that if he lost Tuesday’s 
primary “ it would not be a 
severe setback for me.” 
‘‘I ve run all over the 
country.” he said. “ If I should 
be defeated in a state here and 
there by someone who concen­ 
trates their effort just in that 
one state. I think the voters 
would understand. I can’t ex­ 
pect to win everytime. I’m ac­ 
cumulating delegates.” 
While most attention has 
been focused on Brown and 
Carter. Alabama Gov. George 


Wallace, the winner of the 1972 
Maryland primary, today 
makes his only appearance in 
the state where he was shot and 
crippled four years ago. 
Morris Udall, the other active 
candidate on the Maryland 
ballot, has avoided personal ap­ 
pearances in the state but his 
organization has been active 
passing out leaflets and other 
campaign paraphernalia. 
Neither Republican challeng­ 
er Ronald Reagan nor Presi­ 
dent Ford have campaigned in 
Maryland. In an interview with 
the Baltimore News American. 
Reagan admitted he “ can’t 
hope for victory” in the state. 
“ Nevertheless. I have consid­ 
erable support in Maryland. My 
people are doing some advertis­ 
ing there. I hope to make a good 
showing.” Reagan said. 
According to polls, the 
Democratic race is a tossup. 
Brown, however, has no dele­ 
gates filed in Maryland while

Miss Nabulsi. the long-haired 
daughter of a prominent West 
Bank businessman and the 
cousin of former Jordanian 
Prim e M inister Suleiman 
Nabulsi. participated in an ear­ 
ly morning demonstration 
broken up by Israeli troops out­ 
side Nablus* Casbah market 
place. 
She flt»d into a two-story 
house and started to run up a 
stairway when she was brought 
down by a bullet accidently dis­ 
charged from the gun of an 
Israeli pursuer, the com­ 
munique said She died from a 
wound in the neck. 
Throngs of Arabs gathered 
outside her house as her family 
readied the body for burial. 
Thousands of mourners carried 
wreaths in a solemn procession 
through Nablus' narrow streets 
to the local cemetery 
Her coffin was draped in the

reen, black, red and white 
LO flag 
Some of the 
mourners waved PLO flags, 
while hooded youths riding on 
friends 
shoulders called for 
vengeance. 
The incident followed a surge 
of West Bank protests Satur­ 
day. the 28th anniversary of the 
founding of Israel according to 
the Western calendar, and 
came amid a rash of anti-Israel 
activities.

about the Brown adminis­ 
trations projected state budget 
surplus and face another at­ 
tempt to pass nuclear power 
safety legislation 
(’tov. Edmund fl. Brown Jr. 
projected a 1519 million surplus 
in January when he proposed a 
$126 billion budget for the 
fiscal year beginning July I. He 
warned the surplus must be 
“ guarded carefully” to avoid 
tax increases caused by ‘ eco­ 
nomic reverses that may be 
just around the corner." 
Roy Bell, director of the 
Department of Finance, will 
present the annual May revi­ 
sion of the governor’s budget 
figures today to the Senate 
Finance Committee. 
Assembly Speaker LeoT Mc­ 
Carthy. who was given an ad­ 
vance briefing, told a news con­ 
ference last week. “The state 
revenue picture is not going to 
be as good as we thought it 
was.” 
' Budget-writing 
subcommit­ 
tees are nearing completion of 
their review of the huge budget, 
which must' be enacted in time 
for the beginning of the next 
fiscal year. 
The budget s potentially big­ 
gest controversy apparently 
was defused when McCarthy 
told reporters he would not 
fight to include funds for the 
dormant Agricultural Labor 
Relations Board if agreement is 
, 1\ot reached “ very soon” on a 
bill to provide immediate 
funding of the agency. 
Supporters of nuclear safe­ 
guards legislation, meantime, 
will try Tuesday night to win 


approval of the Senate Public 
I utilities Committee without ac­ 
cept ing amendments sought by 
opponents to gut the bills of 
many of its key provisions. 


The bills are proposed as* a 
moderate alternative to Prop 
15. the nuclear power plants in­ 
itiative on the June 8 ballot. 
Last week, the committee 
adopted such amendments dur­ 
ing a bitter committee session 
which was abruptly halted by 
committee chairman Alfred E. 
Alquist. D-San Jose, before a 
vote could be taken. 
This week, supporters hope to 
start all over and say they are 
confident they can succesfully 
challenge opponents. 


“ The chances of the bills be­ 
ing approved in more or less 
their original form are good.” 
said Assemblyman Charles 
Warren, chairman of the As­ 
sembly Energy Committee 
which drafted the measures.

Gun running plot 
broken in N.Y. 


NKW YORK (UFI i-Under­ 
cover agents, posing as gun 
dealers, late Saturday detained 
the chief of staff of El 
Salvador’s armed forces and 
five other men on conspiracy 
charges in an alleged gun runn­ 
ing plot. 
Col. Manuel Alfonso Ro­ 
driguez was seized with the five 
men at a suburban motel. 
Rodriguez was held on $3 
million bail for his alleged role 
in a plot to buy 10.000 sub­ 
machine guns — on the pretext 
of wanting them for El 
Salvador’s army — and sell 
them instead to an “ under­ 
world” buyer. A seventh 
suspect was being sought. 
The details of a gun peddling 
scheme were disclosed Sunday 
by U.S. Attorney Robert B. 
Fiske. Jr. 
(In El Salvador, a spokesman 
said the government had “ no of­ 
ficial knowledge" of the matter 
and ‘‘has instructed its 
Washington Ambassador. Dr. 
Francisco Bertrand Galindo, to 
obtain the official version of 
events from the U S govern­ 
ment for evaluation by El 
Salvador."! 
Fiske said Rodriguez was 
paid $75,000 for providing a 
phony purchase order for the 
weapons to undercover agent 
Joseph F. Kelley of the U S, 
Bureau of Alcohol. Tobacco and 
Firearms when they and the 
five other suspects met at a 


Holiday Inn in Mount Kisco. 
N Y . to conclude the first 
phase of the deal. 


The agent also paid $25,000 to 
two other defendants — Robert 
Michaelson. 45. of Plainview. 
N Y., who heads an import 
firm, and Irwin Tobacman. 39. 
of New York. 


The transactions completed. 
Kelley arrested all six men. 
The two payments were to be 
a down payment on a $2.8 
million deal for the 10.000 sub­ 
machine guns. Fiske said. 
I 
According to a complaint 
filed in U S District Court, this 
sale was just a dry run for a 
laundering procedure to pre­ 
pare for a much larger weapons 
sale of between $16 million to 
$30 million 


Fiske did not speculate on 
where the weapons in the 
bigger sale were destined. 
The others defendants were 
identified as: 
- Miguel D. Celis. 39. a 
Panamanian national who re­ 
sides as a businessman in San 
Salvador. El Salvador. 
- Raymond J. Geraldo, 48, of 
Fort Lee. N J., who reportedly 
was once a nominee to be El 
Salvador's trade minister. 


Frank G. Alvarez. 55, of 
Dix Hills. N Y., who runs a firm 
said to be in the gun export 
business. 
Naval historian 
Samuel Morison dies 


BOSTON (UPI! - Historian 
Samuel Eliot Morison once said 
“ I have no imagination. I can’t 
write about a battlefield until 
I ve been over it. nor about sea 
warfare unless I’ve taken part 
in it." 
In his 88 years. Morison saw 
the battles and more than his 
share of the sea. From it he 
chronicled the greatest naval 
war in history. World War II. 
and wrote Pulitzer Prize winn­ 
ing biographies of Christopher 
Columbus and John Paul Jones. 
America's premier naval 
historian who said "if I had my 
life to live over again. I 
probably would like to have 
been an explorer rather than a 
historian;" will be burled this 
week near within sight of the 
ocean he so loved. 
Morison. who circumnavigat­ 
ed the world and served as a 
Navy combat officer to re­ 
search his writings, died Satur­ 
day. He was admitted to Mas­ 
sachusetts General Hospital 
April 23 and suffered a paralyz­ 
ing embolism May I. 
Funeral services will be con­ 
ducted Tuesday at the Church 
of Advent on the same block of 
Beacon Hill were he lived all of 
his life. Morison will be buried 
near his summer estate at 


Northeast Harbor in Maine at 
Forest Hills Cemetery. 
Harvard University, where 
Morison taught history from 
1915-1955 when he was named 
official University historian, 
planned formal memorial ser­ 
vices. 
Monson, a retired rear ad­ 
miral in the Naval Reserve, 
won his first Pulitzer in 1943 for 
the Columbus biography. “ Ad­ 
miral of the Ocean Sea." and 
his second in 1960 for a 
biographv of Revolutionary 
War naval hero John Paul 
Jones. 
In 1965 he was conferred the 
Presidential Medal of Freedom 
by 
President 
Lyndon 
Johnson 
Munsons monumental ‘‘His­ 
tory of US. Naval Operations in 
World War II.*' published one 
volume a year for 15 vears. 
spawned from first hand ex­ 
perience on ll ships during the 
war in which he won seven bat­ 
tle stars and a Legion of Merit. 
A widower. Morison is sur­ 
vived by daughters Mrs. 
Edward Spingarn of Washing­ 
ton. D C . Mrs H Brooks Beck 
Jr of Canton. Mass., and Mrs. 
Catharine Cooper-Morison of 
London 
and

grandchildren.

Longest sled 


dog trip ends; 


new goal set 


ANCHORAGE. Alaska (UPI) 
Naomi Uemura. who complet­ 
ed the longest one-man sled dog 
in history, next wants to take a 
dog sled across Antarctica. 
Uemura. 35. left Jakobshavn. 
Greeenland. in December of 
1974 and arrived May 7 at the 
Eskimo village of Kotzebue 
with only his lead dog left after 
the nearly 8.000-mile trip. 
Thirty dogs died during the 
journey. 
Along the way. he had en­ 
counters with polar bears and 
fell into the icy water twice. He 
said his worst experience was 
on sea ice just west of 
Greenland. 
“ The ice was very rough. 
After about five days from the 
last villages in Greenland, near 
the coast is so much bad ice I 
moved far out to sea—70 miles 
from the coast." he recalled 
here in his broken but descrip­ 
tive English before departing 
for his homeland. 
“ I could find good, flat ice 
and open waters. I wanted to go 
for flat ice. but it was so thin 
IOO yards from open water. 
Temperature was minus 43 
degrees Centigrade. 
“ I saw heavy vapor from the 
water. 
“ I checked with my foot and 
young ice did not crack. I 
decided to go on young ice. 
Then. IOO yards away, four dogs 
suddenly broke ice and went 
into water. My lead dog and 
other dogs turned to right to es­ 
cape to old ice. I jumped off my 
sled My leg was in water but I 
could come up easy and I es­ 
caped to old ice. 
“ I looked at sled, sinking in 
water, but not all. Sled stopped 
sinking with only handles on 
top. 
“ In that time I thought sled 
was gone. This means I will die 
soon. I can't get any place 
because there are no people 20ft 
miles either side of me.

In announcing the proposal 
Sunday, commission chairman 
Howard A Carver said he ex­ 
pected the new minimum wage 
to be in effect by Labor Day 
after public hearings in San 
Francisco. Los Angeles and 
Fresno. 
Those hearings during the 
first two weeks in June also will 
concern other new proposals, 
including new work orders for 
14 industries and occupations 
and the addition of a 15th — 
household occupations. 
When the final regulations 
are put into effect. California 
workers receiving the $2.50 
minimum wage would receive 
2ft to 30 cents more per hour 
than required by federal haw. 
A minimum wage of $2 an 
hour has been effect in Califor­ 
nia since 1974 and the regula­ 
tions on the 14 industries and 
occupations date back to 1968. 
New features of the proposed 
revisions include coverage of 
all adults, overtime pay rules 
for all workers including those 
in agriculture and new provi­ 
sions for a four-day work week.

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Braves win wild one— or do they? 


Throw out the top half of the fourth inning and 
you’ve got an ordinary, garden variety baseball/ 
game. 
But include that top half of the fourth and 
you’ve got a protested game, a small-scale riot, 
three pair of broken glasses, the eventual tying 
and winning runs, and lots of bad feelings on 
both sides of the field. 
The end result is that the Lompoc Braves beat 
the South Torrance Spartans 4-3 in eight innings 
Friday to advance to the second round of the CIF 
3-A playoffs. 
Maybe. 
Barring complications, that second-round 
game will be tomorrow, against the La Serna 
Lancers, at Lompoc (game time 3 p.m .). Admis­ 
sion is $1.50 for adults, $1 for students and 
children. 
South Torrance High coach Jerry Mcllvaine 
protested Friday’s game. This morning the CIF 
office was waiting patiently to receive the 
protest in writing in the mail. 
If the protest was indeed filed in writing, and 
is upheld by the CIF, the game wilt have to be 
replayed, reverting back to the top of fourth in­ 
ning with Lompoc trailing 2-1. 
Such an eventuality would obviously com­ 
plicate the playoff scheduling. The game would 
likely be replayed tomorrow. But the Braves 


are keeping their fingers crossed. 
The Braves finally won Friday with a run in 
the eighth, compliments of a third strike that got 
away from the catcher, and a scoring fly ball by 
(lien Neal. 
Here’s what happened in that Lompoc fourth* 
inning: 
The Braves were trailing 2-1 when Brad 
Johnson led off and reached base safely on an in­ 
field error. Neal tried to bunt Johnson along to 
second, but missed the ball. The catcher, 245- 
pound Lester Mistofsky. came out fast from 
behind the plate to try to gun down Johnson, but 
bumped into Neal. Johnson was safe at second. 
The umpire ruled that there was contact 
between Neal and Mistofsky, but that Neal was 
in the batter's box at the time, and the contact 
was not intentional. 
Mcllvaine protested the umpire’s interpreta­ 
tion of the rule, insisting that whether the con­ 
tact was intentional or not. it should be ruled in­ 
terference. The ump stood by his decision and 
thus the protest. 
But things were just warming up Neal tried to 
bunt again, and this time he did, moving Johnson 
along to third, but South pitcher Randy Avey 
fielded the bunt and, throwing to first, but Neal 
in the back. Frank Silva, next up. was hit by a 
pitch and the bases were loaded, no outs 


Mike Allison laid down a squeeze bunt, scoring 
Johnson. Thirdbaseman Steve Baillie fielded the 
bunt and threw wild to first, the ball getting 
away and sending Neal home, Silva to third and 
Ellison to second. 
Now the big play. Tito Rodriguez lays down a 
squeeze bunt, and again Baillie makes a wild 
throw to first. Firstbaseman Ralph Elwood 
steps into the baseline to grab the throw, collides 
with Rodriguez, and goes down in a heap, 
holding the ball. Rodriguez is called out, but the 
run (Silva) has scored. 
But Elwood and secondbasernan George Crew, 
unahppy over the collision, begin a verbal ex­ 
change with Rodriguez as he heads back for the 
Lompoc dugout. Rodriguez apparently feels that 
the type of language being used is out of line, and 
hits Elwood in the chops. 
Both benches empty, and it’s free-for-all time 
for three or four minutes. The end result is three 
Brayes with broken glasses (Rodriguez. Ronnie 
Garcia and Richard Villareal), and two ejected 
ballplayers— Rodriguez and Elwood. 
After the fight was broken up. the umpire said 
he had called Rodriguez out because he ran into 
Elwood (interference), and thus the runners 
who advanced must return to their bases. That 
nullified Silva s run. 
» 
Ri/'ir Beltran, hitting for Garcia, tried to 


squeeze and popped into a double play. 
The Braves scored the winning run in the 
eighth. George Renfroe lined a single through 
the box and was balked to second. Rick Mc­ 
Donald popped. Brad Johnson struck out, but 
Renfroe was stealing third on the third strike, 
and he apparently distracted Mistofsky, who let 
the pitch get away. Johnson scampered to first, 
then stole second. 


Neal then hit a short fly to left, and Renfroe 
tagged and scored on a close play at home. 
Johnson was out on the play trying to advance to 
third. 


Bob Vargas threw the first 5 2/3 innings for 
Lompoc, and Mick Shroll picked up the win in 
relief with 2 1/3 innings of hitless pitching.

Phoenix Suns General manager Jerry 
Colangelo has finally shot down critics 
who have circled him like buzzards 
hovering above a wounded prey. 
Instead of having his professional 
basketball obituary written, however, 
Colangelo. who molded together a 
starting cast consisting of three players 
acquired in trades and two rookies, can 
relax, his future secure for at least 
another year. 
The Suns, who had not made the 
playoffs since 1970. gained a berth in the 
NBA finals Sunday when they upset 
defending champion Golden State 94-86, 
displaying the poise and precision, forc­ 
ing turnovers on defense and scoring 
baskets in the clutch. 
The three players most responsible for 
the victory, ironically, were the focal 
points of some of Colangelo’s most 
maligned moves. Paul Westphal and Gar 
Heard, a pair of players who came in 
controversial trades, sparked the Suns 
with 21 points each, while Alvan Adams. 
an unheralded senior at Oklahoma last 
year who blossomed into the rookie of 
the year, added 18 points and 20 
rebounds. 
The victory gave the Suns, who 
finished 17 games behind Golden State in 
the regular season with a 42-40 record, 
the best-of-seven series four games to 
three and sent them into championship 
round against Boston or Cleveland.

The Flyers’ Reggie Leach, who scored 
the first goal of the game in the first 
period, was awarded the Conn Smythe 
Trophy as the playoffs’ Most Valuable 
Player. 
Leach's goal was his 19th of the 
playoffs and set ah NHL record of 80 for 
the most goals scored in one season.

PITTSBURGH (U P IV - Los Angeles’ 
Burt Hooton thinks his rather unconven­ 
tional curve ball—a knuckle curve—is as 
much a psychological weapon as a 
physical one. 
“Sometimes you can use it, but not 
physically—you can use it in the mind of 
a hitter,” said Hooton of his unique 
pitch. “ If he’s looking for it, your fast 
ball’s much more effective." 
Sunday the knuckle curve must have 
worked as both a mental and physical 
weapon against the Pittsburgh Pirates, 
for Hooton fashioned a four-hit, two-walk 
performance with apparent ease in the 
Dodgers’ 6-0 shutout, their 17th win in 
the last 20 games.

ing it unlikely they ever would 
be used in war. 
Kim. who came to power in 
1945 and led the the nation dur­ 
ing the 1950- 53 Korean war, 
made the statements in an in­ 
terview with the Japanese 
political news magazine “ Sei- 
kai" (World). 
The full text of his remarks 
was broadcast by North 
Korea's official Korean Central 
News Agency. 
“ As the U S. imperialists do 
not quit South Korea, it is im­ 
possible to reunify the country 
right aw ay.” Kim said. 
“ However, it is absolutely un­ 
necessary to legalize the divi­ 
sion. We cannot recognize the 
permanent division of the 
country." 
Kim said the United States 
has two reasons for backing the 
South Korean government of 


President Park Chung Hee. 
First, he said, a continuing 
American presence in South 
Korea helps the United States 
retain its influence over Japan 
and second, the United States 
“ craves the oil resources found 
in the continental shelves near 
the Korean peninsula." 
Kim said North Korea itself 
will not acquire nuclear weap­ 
ons because “ we have not 
enough money to produce 
nuclear weapons, nor any 
adequate place to test them. 
“ Even if war bursts forth in 
Korea, they (the United States) 
would not be* able to use nuclear 
weapons." he said. “ How can 
they use nuclear weapons when 
the opposing forces will be 
grappling with each other? 
Should the enemy use nuclear 
weapons, he also will get 
killed."

The rally 
climaxed a whirlwind weekend 
in which Ford repeatedly said 
he would beat Reagan Tuesday 
but also reminded voters that 
Michigan is a “ must win" 
primary for him.

Udall, who broke with the 
Mormon church 30 years ago 
because it refuses to appoint 
black ministers, demanded an 
apology Young responded by 
calling Udall “ the biggest 
crybaby in the political cam­ 
paign." 
At a news conference Sunday. 
Udall said. “ I would hope that 
Governor Carter would find it 
in his heart to repudiate this 
statement." 
Udall called Young’s charge 
"a false and political cheap 
shot" and a “ deliberate at­ 
tempt to misstate the facts." 
But Jodv Powell, Carter s 
press secretary in Atlanta, said 
Udall has “ conducted a nega­ 
tive campaign." 
"He has impugned Governor 
Carter’s commitment to racial 
justice and Carter’s integrity." 
Powell said. “ If Udall will 
repudiate these statements. 
Governor Carter will consider 
his request." 
But Rep. Andrew Young. D- 
Ga . one of the first blacks to 
climb on the Carter band­ 
wagon. said ” ... when Jimmy 
(’arter was accused of being a 
racist. Mayor Coleman Young 
came to his defense and I am 
sure Mayor Young would ap­ 
preciate my coming to Morris 
Udall’s defense. 
"I have known Mo Udall for 
many years and have no ques­ 
tion on his integrity on race 
relations and his commitment 
to civil rights." Andrew Young 
said.

Sonoma seeks to undo image 


SONOMA. Calif. (U P I) - 
This is wine country — not a 
land of smelly armpits. 
The community’s leaders 
want to get this message across 
because they are afraid a 
television deodorant commer­ 
cial may give the wrong idea. 
About a year ago a commer­ 
cial for Ran Basic was made 
here, and ll residents standing 
in the village plaza were used 
for the film 
The ad went off like this: 
In 109-degree heat a cool look­ 
ing announcer stood in front of 
the group. "We've come to 
California to introduce you to 
Sonoma." he said. "We gave 
the people of Sonoma a new an­ 
tiperspirant spray." 
Those who participated are 
getting residual checks and 
could get up to $5,000 for their 


participation. They may be hap­ 
py. but the city fathers are not. 
"Frankly, it bothered me," 
Mayor Henry Riboni said. “ We 
are very proud of Sonoma, and 
now people are calling us the 
armpit of California." 
And retired Park Commis­ 
sioner Henry Maysonnave 
reacted bv saying. “ I think with 
my heart, and the plaza, as I 
see it. isSonoma's crown jewel, 
and we are exploiting it for 
commercial purposes." 
Maysonnave pointed out that 
in 1846 Kit Carson and John 
Fremont took down the Mexi­ 
can flag here and proclaimed 
the territory part of the United 
States. 


"The most unfortunate thing 
would be if out-of-towners get 
Ilk* impression that Sonoma is 
one of those places where you 


really need a deodorant." 
Chamber of Commerce Secre­ 
tary Elaine Steffer said. 
Riboni said that, in the 
future, scripts will be read by 
the city fathers before permis­ 
sion is granted by any outsider 
who wants to use the town for 
filming 
Although "we now charge a 
fee for use of the plaze. I would 
pay them to stay out of the 
plaza." Maysonnave said. 
"We don’t want it (the town) 
abused." the mayor said. 
A New York fiim company is 
coming to town in a few weeks 
for a story on a small com­ 
munity in Texas, and Riboni 
said he is sure there will be 
others. 
Hut. he said. "We don’t desire

Proposition 4, the 1976 Com­ 
munity College Bond Act, will 
enable C alifornia’s Com­ 
munity Colleges to meet the 
rapidly expanding needs of our 
population and p ro tect 
homeowners from excessive 
increases in local property 
taxes. 
Since 1903 our Community 
Colleges have provided higher 
education and vocational 
training to students who might 
otherwise have found a college 
education impossible. Today 
our Community Colleges are 
providing over one million stu­ 
dents with the tools they need 
to become productive citizens 
and are opening new pos­ 
sibilities of higher education 
to many thousands of older 
citizens as well. 
Current enrollment in our 
Community Colleges is over 
1.2 million students with our 
own Allan Hancock College 
serving over 9,000 students. 
Enrollments in Community 
Colleges continue to grow at 
about ten per cent per year. 
Without funds for new con­ 
struction and the replacement 
of older, unsafe facilities, the 
Community Colleges soon may 
be forced to limit enrollment.

It is an educational 
institution with a $10 million 
annual budget. It employs 831 
persons consisting of 140 
full-time certificated and 543 
p a r t - t i m e c e r t i f i c a t e d 
teachers plus 148 full-time 
classified personnel.

Reagan and Reston (ll)

Watchdogs 


There is no greater watchdog over the 
county budget than the Santa Barbara 
County Taxpayers Association, Inc. 
Their organization has constantly 
reviewed budgets down to the most 
minute detail and have forwarded strong 
letters to the board of supervisors and 
have made many appearances before 
that body in order to 
g et th e ir p o in ts 
across. They usually 
win a few, lose a few. 
In a letter to the 
supervisors last week, 
the organization br­ 
ings up an extremely 
interesting point as 
regards property tax. 
They ask the question 
of what the property 
tax dollar should be 
used for. 
“ Proponents of tax 
reform, including our organization, have 
reiterated their belief that property 
taxes should only be used for property- 
related services,” w rites Chester 
Knutila. executive secretary. “ If this 
premise is valid, the following should be 
widely publicized as we believe our 
findings will be a shock to yourselves and 
the taxpayers of the county and indeed of 
the state 
The association’s analysis is simple. It 
shows that property-related services 
only consume about $11,000,000 of the 
total county budget while social services 
consume some $76,000,000. 
If the property taxes were used only 
for property-related services, the 1976- 
’77 tax rate could be reduced to $1 47 per 
$100 of assessed valuation, they contend. 
From their analysis, one could draw the 
conclusion that we will be taxed, through 
property tax, for social services at the 
rate of $2.08 per $100 of assessed valua­ 
tion. 
Therefore, 60 per cent of the 1976-77 
proposed tax rate of $3 55 per $100 of as­ 
sessed valuation will go not to property- 
related services, but to social services 
under current tax legislation of the State 
of California. 
If their analysis is correct, it is about 
time for property tax reform. 
Looking at more minute details, the 
association recently analyzed the county 
court’s budgets which are scheduled to 
increase some $450,000 next fiscal year. 
They have learned that court-appointed 
attorney fees will increase to $200 per 
day, or an equivalent rate of $52,000 per 
year, for attorneys representing indigent

defendants in felony cases. Not only will 
the attorney receive the $200 per day, but 
will also receive a $350 fee for the ap­ 
pointm ent. 
C ourt-appointed

The association says that the most 
frustrating aspect of this situation is that 
the judges are the sole determiners of 
such fees. County supervisors have no 
authority in the matter except to ap­ 
prove the expenditures and to set the tax 
rates to collect the revenues needed.

Mr. Jam es Reston, in one of his 
routine exercises in indiscretion, has an­ 
nounced to the American public that 
Henry Kissinger having been dispatched 
from time to time to brief Governor 
Ronald Reagan during the Nixon days, 
“ testified later that seldom in his long 
experience as a teacher had he come 
across a more gullible 
pupil...’’ Concerning 
that statement, a few 
observations: 
I) Did Kissinger say 
that to Reston? Cer­ 
tainly Kissinger has 
never “testified” on 
th e 
q u e s tio n 
of 
Reagan’s gullibility, 
else us plain-folks 
would have heard 
about it. What Reston 
surely means is that 
K issin g er said as 
much to Reston personally. Presumably 
he said it in confidence, but Reston per­ 
mits himself to transcend these con­ 
siderations, as when not long ago he 
wrote that publicly the President and the 
Secretary of State applaud Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan, while privately they 
deplore him. Exit Moynihan. 
I wonder whether other friends of the 
Secretary of State should feel free to 
reveal positions Mr. Kissinger has 
“ testified” to? Mr. Reston, whose 
cosmopolitanism contrasts so sharply 
with Reagan's gullibility, is a man who 
having got his appendix taken out succes­ 
sfully in China, came back with praise 
for that totalitarian state which would 
have embarrassed Edgar Snow. Mr. 
Restons current hold on public reality is 
best m easured by his continuing 
references to "w ee Jim m y.” The 
gentleman in question is Governor 
Carter, who will probably be the next 
President of the United States. 
2) Though it is true that Mr. Kissinger, 
like so many intellectuals, is a man of 
considerable personal impatience with 
those who either fail quickly to grasp his 
point, or else proceed to disagree with it 
— Harold Wilson is a little bit that way: 
he's always assumed that people who 
disagree with him are just not quite 
bright — would surely not “testify” to 
the “gullibility” of Reagan. After all. if 
Kissinger is calling Reagan gullible, 
what do you suppose Le Due Tho is call­ 
ing Kissinger? 
3) The “gullibility” of Reagan is based 
on Reagan’s assertion that the United 
States has full sovereign powers over the 
Panama Canal. As a matter of fact. 
Reagan is technically wrong. We don’t 
own the canal zone in exactly the same 
sense we own Alaska. But Reagan has a 
far more accurate sense of the active 
relationship between the United States 
and the Panama Canal than the legion of 
his critics who speak as though the canal 
zone were Panamanian territory in any 
meaningful sense. 
The relevant sentence in the treaty 
authorized the United States “to exer-

cise all rights, power, and authority 
within the zone... which the United 
States would possess and exercise if it 
were the sovereign of the territory... to 
the entire exclusion of the exercise by 
the Republic of Panama of any such 
sovereign rights, power, or authority.” 
I think even gullible people, reading 
those words, would be entitled to say 
that we have effective sovereignty over 
the Panama Canal. 
Mr. Reston says that “Reagan couldn’t 
pass a test in freshman American 
history,” preaching what he does about 
American rights in Panama. If that is so, 
as much could be said of form er 


Secretary of State and later Chief 
Justice Charles Evans Hughes, who in 
1923 wrote, “It is an absolute futility for 
the Panamanian government to expect 
any American Administration, no matter 
what it is, any President or Secretary of 
State, ever to surrender any part of these 
rights which the United States has 
acquired under the treaty of 1903.” 


4) Since Mr. Reston is having so much 
difficulty understanding the rise to 
political eminence of “ wee Jimmy” and 
of the former governor of California, 
whom Reston calls with such wit, “the 
old trouper,” 1 11 tell him what’s going 


on. These men are making headway 
because huge numbers of American 
citizens review a scene in which for a 
generation or two the Restons of this 
world, strutting their sophistication, had 
the critical hand in shaping. The 
statesmen who turned on the Restons, 
gave us a couple of world wars, slave 
em pires that stretched from East 
Europe to Indochina, a passion for 
decolonization that has all but ex­ 
tinguished human freedom in yet another 
large continent, and, at home, a thorough 
demoralization of the spirit. TTiey want 
something old and true (Reagan), or 
something — anything — new (Carter). 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Soviets spy on pipeline 


WASHINGTON - Soviet reconnais­ 
sance planes have been spying on the 
new Alaskan oil pipeline. “ Frequent in­ 
cursions" into U.S. air space have been 
reported from Alaska. The most serious 
incident was a spy flight last winter over 
U.S. m ilitary exercises aimed at 
protecting the pipeline. 
Overflights by both 
the United States and 
Soviet Union of each 
o t h e r ’s 
o u tly in g 
territories are nothing 
new. but it usually has 
been done by high­ 
flying camera planes 
or 
reconnaissance 
satellites. In this case. 
MIG-23 or MIG-25 
fighter planes buzzed 
the supersecret Army 
maneuvers. 
The planes swept 
down a valley and zoomed over the 
pipeline route, then veered west over the 
Bering Strait toward taeir bases in 
Siberia. Significantly, they stayed inside 
U S air space about 12 minutes, which is 
the time it takes for U.S. interceptors to 
get off the ground and reach the in­ 
truders. 
The Soviet flights were discovered by 
Rep. John Murphy. D.-N Y . chairman of 
the House1 Outer Continental Shelf Com­ 
mittee which held hearings in Alaska 
last year. 
From his own sources. Murphy learned 
about the intrusion and reported his 
findings in a confidential letter to 
Defense Secretary Donald Rumsfeld. 
“ Eyewitness sources in the 172nd In­ 
fantry Brigade in Alaska.” wrote

“The pair of Soviet aircraft of the 
MIG-23 or MIG-25 type are reported to 
have photographed elements of the 
Army as the troops were occupying 
defensive positions along the...pipeline 
Murphy said about 3.000 troops, in­ 
volved in the exercise, “were occupying 
their w artim e defensive positions. 
Consequently, there was much in­ 
telligence concerning U S military plans 
to be gained by closely observing and 
photographing the maneuvers 
As Murphy described the incident, the 
U S. troops-were divided into two “ar­ 
mies." with a Ranger battalion “at­ 
tacking” the pipeline and the 172nd 
brigade making sure the flow of oil was 
not disrupted. 
The New York congressman suggested 
tersely that “any similar incursions by 
United States military aircraft over Rus­ 
sian air space would be met with hostile 
fire, forced landings or hot pursuit.” 
Footnote: The Air Force told us it had 
no record of the overflights reported by 
Murphy. When intruders are detected 
the Air Force procedure is to send up 
armed interceptors which hold their fire 
unless the intruders appear aggressive

Aldelmo Ruiz. 
Our associate Joe Spear, now on a 
newsgathering trip through the Middle 
East, discovered Ruiz in the remote, 
ruggt^jj reaches of North Yemen. This is 
a primitive country barely 14 years out 
of the Middle Ages 
Al Ruiz, a 52-year-old Puerto Rican, is 
head of the ll S, AID mission in North 


Yemen. He has probably been the best 
bargain in our postwar. $168-billion 
foreign aid program. With surplus equip­ 
ment and borrowed tools, he has ac­ 
complished more than most missions 
have been able to buy with billions of 
dollars. 
There were no electrical, welding or 
machineshops in all North Yemen in 
1962 Yet by sheer enterprise, he trained 
the Yemenis to build and operate a com­ 
plicated public water system in the city 
of Taiz. 
He scrounged a surplus generator 
from the Pine Ridge Indian Reservation 
in South Dakota. He arranged with the 
manufacturer to change the cycle. Then 
it was shipped to Yemen in pieces and 
put back together again. After the assas- 
sination of President John F Kennedy. 
the Yemenis named their new water 
system the “Kennedy Memorial Water 
System.” 
Ruiz has a high regard for the 
resourceful, hard-working Yemeni peo­ 
ple. He feels the best way to help them is 
with a hand up instead of a hand out. He 
adopted the policy, therefore, that he 
wouldn't undertake a project unless the 
Yemenis agreed to pitch in 
Between 1962 and 1967. Ruiz initiated 
85 “self-help” projects, bringing por­ 
table water and feeder roads to the 
hinterland Once he engineered a road 
through rugged mountains as high as 


12.000 feet. As the crewmen were laying 
the roadbed through one mountain pass. 
he recalls, they passed beneath a hilltop 
palace occupied by a local sheikh. Just 
for sport, the sheikh would take potshots 
at the road crew with a rifle. 
Ruiz had to appear to the federal 
authorities who sent a contingent of 
soldiers to subdue the sheikh. The 
protesting sheikh was locked in the slam­ 
mer until the construction was com­ 
pleted. Then he was released, with a 
strong admonition that he shouldn't use 
passing vehicles for target practice. 
A m utal respect has built up, 
meanwhile, between Al Ruiz and the 
Yemeni people 
Admiring colleagues 
refer to him as “ Mr. Yemen." Ask the 
average Yemeni, meanwhile, what Rus­ 
sia gives his country, and he will reply: 
“Guns " Ask him what the United States 
gives the reply is: “ Water." 
Footnote: Talking to Spear about his 
work. Ruiz said: “ We are helping the 
poorest of the poor here I could use 
more money, sure. But not too much 
more. I don't want to bring in the 
bulldozers and rape the country. We 
can't break the membrane. We have to 
consider the human factor. We have the 
agricultural know-how to help these peo­ 
ple. The Yemeni farmer is good. He 
knows the land; ho works hard With a 
little help. Yemen could become the 
'breadbasket of the Arabian peninsula "

Dear editor: 
Since Mr. Davin’s letter to the editor 
of May 3 empahasized “not to foreclose 
the nuclear option in California,” then I 
must assume that he feels they cannot 
line up to the demands of the Nuclear 
Safeguards Initiative. He is therefore 
implying that the plants are NOT safe. 
Since Prop. 15 is a proof of safety in­ 
itiative 
and the industry constantly 
refers to it as a “shutdown," then they 
themselves must realize they are not 
safe. 
The reason PROOF is required now is 
because of the amount of accidents in its 
short history, the many unsolved 
problems such as core vibration and con­ 
tainment inadequacies, and because of 
the enormous risks involved. Emergency 
core cooling systems scale model tests 
have failed every test 
Should we accept as PROOF the 
dubious safety record of an industry less 
than 20-years-old which is based upon the 
history of U.S. reactors, most of which 
were not yet in operation before 1970? 
If nuclear plants are as safe as we are 
led to believe, then let the industry prove 
It, Lompoc is within a critical IOO mile 
radius of Diablo, words aren’t good 
enough anymore! 


If the industry is not required to prove 
its safety, then in effect we are waiting 
for them to prove themselves disastrous. 
Do we want to wait until we lose lives 
and land before we make demands on an 
industry that is living off of our pickets, 
both through enormous government sub­ 
sidies (our taxes) and our rising utility 
bills? 


Right now only one per cent of Califor­ 
nia electricity comes from nuclear 
plants and only eight per cent of the total 
in the U.S. is nuclear. Now is the time to 
evaluate and choose, If we wait until 
nuclear plants supply 25 per cent to 50 
per cent or more of our energy as is 
predicted, could we turn back then if 


they prove unsafe? What economic and 
social impact would losing half of our 
energy base have on our country’’ 
Now is the time to evaluate nuclear 
safety before we are dependent on 
nuclear energy The choice is now in our 
hands rather than the utilities, because 
of the ballot. A yes vote on Prop 15 
would keep the taxpayer from taking all 
the risks 
If nuclear energy is as necessary as 
Mr. Davin tells us, then it had better be 
safe. 
Don’t take my word for how to vote, 
and don't take Mr. Davin’s word either. 
Read the initiative itself and see if the 
demands are not reasonable and neces­ 
sary. Copies are at the Republican and 
Democratic headquarters. Also, a 
debate between both sides of the issue in­ 
cluding Richard Davin opposite Dr 
David Lenderts will be held at Hancock 
Student Center Thursday May 13, at 8 
p m.
